well known how many good people 
have been murdered by the hands 
f legiflatures on account of their 
religious opinions: the principal 
caute of that inht. nanity, has been 
al edae -d to be owing to the tlirera- 
cy of the times, the want of ac- 
quaintance with books, thole hu- 
manizing monitors which ilwnin- 
ate the heatts of men. Bus who 
will believe that the caufe whe:

himfelf want the lands, can eafily 
fell them; or eafily purchafe the 
lands and fell them. What benefir 
can accrue to us for felling them 
for fuch pay? none furely but 
ethis, that of buying thofe. ceded to 
congrefs to fell again. It has been 
objected that thofe Jands will not 
have fo fpeedy a fale if no other fe- 
curities are ived but ours. 
That isa flimfPindeed it is a falfe 
reafon; admit®#ne it to be truc, it 
cannot be fufficient to fupport fo 
great an inconvenience, lHowe- 
verthat and however wrong Mr. 
Willia ams might have been, his 
evil geniufes cannot be j jultified in fo 
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the 

many falfities.as they have fet forth 
nor in their weak.and mean at- 
tempts, to injuré-his integrity, 
Piece after piece is ufher’d in or ex- 
yeti with Wiimble, Wimble; 
owever apropos that nickname

ven that is picturefque of a dirty 
fpiric in the writer. 

I can eafily juftify Mr. Williams

Ture, eve- 
ry branch of manufacture is made profefiio- 
nal,—ticy are ellablithed on fufficient capi- 
tals,—are reduced to a regular and well de- 
viied fyitem—have the aid of every art and 
inveution, which are calculated to facilitate 
their bu‘inefs, and have every encourage- 
ment and fupport which government can 
give them ; itis fortheie reafons, and not 
fo much on the account of labourers’ wages 
being low, (as is often faggetted) that ma- 
nulactures are afforded at lower prices in 
Europe, than they caa at prefent be in this 
country. But in all this there is nothing 
bat might take place here; not in a day, 
hor a year, bat much fooner J believe, than 
is generally imagined, and fooner than was 
tis CMl€in any nation in Europe.—Adaiit- 
ing howeverg that this would mever be the 
Ca, do wegmot at this time, expend more 
labour, inourcom. on modes of making re- 
mittance for goods, than we fhould in ma- 
king them, provided manufaétures were 
eitaclifhed on “as good a footing, which they 
might very foon be? J am clearly of opia- 
ion that we do: if fo, the 2dvantages of im- 
portation are merély nominal. But, fop- 
poie this fhouli never be the cafe ; that we 
an always import cheaper than we can 
make, would not the public be benefited by 
retaining the avails of the labour of the peo- 
le ig tae country, notwithftanding their 
neceifaries came at higher prices, than they 
mightcome at from abroad ; than by per- 
chaung goods at low prices, itrip themicives 
@; all their circulating property ? Our own 
experiences, I thould fuppoie, have taught 
us as much asthis ; The labour of the in- 
halvitants of all countries, poflefled of every 
n.*ral advantage, as this is, is fufficieat 
to furnifh all the materials of comfortable it- 
viog, iftheir labour is properly applied.— 
But, another thing is worthy of ovlervati- 
6+ ————es Mott of the prefent manufaQures 
of this country exceed the manufactures of 
Evrope in real goodaefs, as much as they 
doin price, if noc much more, 

Another objection is, that by importing 
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goods, we procure a market for our pro- 
duftions, which otherwile we fhould not 
find, To this it may be obferved, that

:usicr, and which they can 
stter terms from usthaon from 
always find a mark- 
> are dependent 
on them for any of their productions or not 
but with refpe&t to thofe articles of produ 
which we are obliged to force the fal f 
to make remittance, it is evident that the 
country futfers fucha lofs by them, that it 
much better to omit their pro- 
duction, anl apply ourlelves directly jo the 
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cultivation and manufafture of fach things, 
as they are intended to procure. But there 


, can be no neceflity for the neglefling any 


profitable cultivation, ge the account of the 
eftablithment of manufaciures, ror for be- 
ing inattentive to a profitable trade. 
Upont the whole, if the United States, 
the northern ftates, efpecially, would bes 
come truly independent, opulent, and hap- 
py, let them enter into the {pirit of manu. 
facures, and the prodactionof thole materi- 
als, which are neceflary for their iupport ; 
and although I.donotpretend to the spirig 
of prophely, yetI think I may veuture to 
predict, that without this we fhall remain a 
poor embarrafled peop but by this we 
might foon emerge out of a flate of unimpor- 
tance, and become wealthy and powerful, 
And although the fouthern fates will noe 
(probably) very foon, enter into minufeét- 
ures ; yet, as they are a part of the fume 
nation, they wouid equally participate of 
the advantages refulting therefrom to the 
public ; for tisimpoffibie to feparate indci- 
vidual from national intereits ; ces, 
the productions of the northern and icutucrn 
Rates might be fo diverfified, 
an exchange mutually bene 
And for the promotion of the interef of 
nanufactures, fome particular meatures, I

Another meafure I have thought would be 
ut jut, aad tend to the advancement of 
nufuctures, in this ftate in particular, 
hich is, to difcharge mechanics from the 
yarden of a facaltized taxation. A meciha- 
or manufacturer, may by “his induftry, 
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acquire a geod liviag for his family, per- 
haps as good as many farmers who have a 
tit property of two thoujand pounds, and 
probably upoa this principle it has been 
, 


nought reafonable to tax his occupation,— 
bat there is a great difference between the 
two, On One account at leaft. The mecha- 
nic, when he dies, leaves a family, perhaps, 
without any means of fupport, and without 
a thelter from the inclemencies of the wea- 
thier; whilethe family of the other is left 
in comfortable circumitances, and an inter- 
eit capable of tepporting them decently. 
But betides this, the advantage the public 
would derive from an increate of manufaét- 
ures, which fuch a meafure might tend to 
promote, would be more and greater than 
from the trifling fuppert the revenue re- 
ceives from that fource. If there be a ne- 
ceflity of taxing occupations, profeffions, 
&c. would there not be more juflice and pro- 
priety in taxing the holders of lucrative offi- 
ces, who acquire their hundreds annually, 
with but trifling labour, care and trouble, 
than a poor mechanic, who renders effential 


fervices tothe public, and who, with alli his 
induftry, and prudence, fearcely procures a 
f 


fcanty morfel of bread for his children? 
Among other meafures purfued by the 
public, for the promotion of the intereft of 
manufacturers, fuch as are calculated not on- 
ly to encourage the citizens of America to 
enter into manufactures, but fuch alfo as 
hold out aflurances of encouragement and 
potection to thofe manufacturers who are 


inclined toemigrate from Europe and fettle 
in this country, fhould be adopted; for, 
from them we might expect to acquire fome 


ules: ] knowledge, 

Some meatures of this nature, I humbly 
conceive, would have a good effet and tend 
to the advancement of the manufacturing in- 
tereftof this country. And although much 

night be done by the patriotifm of the peo- 
r the accomplifhment of this purpofe, 
ct it principally depends on the legiflative 
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authority ; and notwithfanding the authority 
of each ftate may be competent to the purpo- 
fes of its own government, yet fuch an au- 
thority as is capable ef reducing the whole 
toan uniformity of meafures is indifpenfibly 
neceflary, to carry the interefts of manu- 
facture to any great degree of pericction 
and importance, as it is indeed with refpeét 
to every other national intereft and concern; 
for without the mutual aid and fupport of 
all the ftates, (which conftitute but one na- 
tion, and one general concern) 1 will fire- 
ver be impraéticable to promote and fecure 
any one public intereit. 

From thefe obiervaticns, ] wou'd not wihh 
it to be concluded, that I am a1 enemy to 
trade. My fentiments onthe whole, with 
reipect to the intereft of anation, are, that 
agriculture and manufactures conititute ihe 
fir objet of national attention ; commerce 
the fecond, all of which require to be fo en- 
couraged, protected and regulated, accord- 
ing to the particular cireumitances of « coun- 
try, as to prevent their interfering with one 
another, to the injury of either, and to ren- 
der the whole fubfervient to the general int- 
ereft of the people. 





Hiftorical Chronicle. 


LON DO N. 

Thofe who fpeak of the luxuries 
and extravagance of the times, have 
no idea of the magnificence of our 
anceftors in this refpect. An in- 
tance, well worthy notice, appears 
at the marriage of Richard Farl of 
Cornwall to Cincia, fitter of Hen- 
ry the Third’s Queen, Upon this 
occafion the feafting lafted ten days, 
and at one of the day’s entertain- 
ments there were 30,000 difhes up- 
on the feveral tables at one time. 

This Prince was afterwards cho- 
fen King of the Romans, chiefly 
for his great wealth; he being able, 
as Matthew Paris relates to expend 
an hundred marksa day (about 
200]. at prefent) not accounting 
his foreign dominion.

_Ata meeting of the Patriotic fo- 


ciety at Richmond court houfe, 

on ‘Tuefday the 3d of Odtober 

1786, the following refolutions 

were unanimoufly agreed to. 

The Patriotic fociety upon ma- 
ture reflection being fully. convin- 
ced, that the only method in the 
power of the people, honeftly and 
effectually to relieve themfelves 
from the oppreffion of public and 
private debt, is, by f{pirited exerti- 
ons of indultry to increafe the pro- 
duétions of the country, and by a 
ftrict frugality and. avoiding all 
diffipation, to leffen their expences, 
which will neceffarily leave them 
the meaus (much wifhed for)of re- 
moving their embarrafiments: we 
do therefore pledge ourfelves by 
our example to encourage and pro- 
mote induftry, frugality and ceco- 
nomy. 

And whereas’ dependency of 
this country upon foreigners for al- 
moft every neceffary and convent 
ency of life, muft, as has ever been 
the cafe in other countries, tend to 
its impoverifhment and weakaefs. 

We further declare that we thall 
be at all times ready, by every en- 
couragement In onr power, to pro- 
mote every well founded fcheme of 
trade or manufacture, the profital 
which fhaii rife and centre with our 
own citizens. 





PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16, 
On Wednefday the 26th of Oc- 
tober, died in this city, Mr 
CHARLES MASON, lately from 
England, author of the moft accv- 
rate fet of danar and feler tables 
that has ever been exlubited to tht 
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public. He wis formerly employ- 
edin conjunétion with Mr. Jere- 


‘miah Dixon, to run the boundary 


line between Pennfylvania and 
Maryland, which they executed 
with great f{killand accuracy. Since 
his return to England, he has been 
principally employed in correcting 
and improving the lunar tables of 
the celebrated profefflor Mayer, and 
has fucceeded fo far as to prefent 
to the board ofiongitude in Lon- 
don, the bei and moft exact fet of 
lunar tables that were ever con- 
ftruéted: for which they gave him, 
inthe year 1780, 75ol. fter. But 
as he had fpentthe moft of his 
time Gnce he lefe Philadelphia, in 
this laborious work, and had a nu- 
merous family to maintain, moft of 
this money was anticipated before 
he received it, and he has now left 
in this city a widow with eight 
finall children, without any thing 
to fupport them, but the charity 
of well difpofed perfons, and the 
notice of that ftate to which his 
former labours were fo beneficial. 
His fuccefs in his former im- 
provement of the lunar tables, and 
his perfeé& acquaintance with that 
abftrufe and laborious bufinefs, had 
engaged him to begin another, and 
fill more accurate correction of 
them; but dring before he could 
finith the fame, he left his manu- 
feripts and papers to the rev. doc- 
tor Ewing, provoit of the univer- 
fity of Pennfylvania, requefting 
him with the earneftnels and zeal 
of an aftronomer, to undertake the 
laborious tafk, and exhitit to the 
world an American fetof lunar and 
folar tables, which fhould be {full 
more accurate than any thing yet 
publifhed in Europe. His former 
acquaintance with the provoft as 
an aftronomer and mathematician, 
induced him to leave his valuable 
manufcripts to him, in hopes that 
fome way may be devifed of ma- 
king them ufeful to the world.

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 11. 


The honourable General Aff- 
embly of this ftate, which was 
convened in this town the laft 
week, adjourned on Saturday eve- 
ning to the fourth Monday of De- 
cember next, then to meet at Ealft 
Greenwich. 

Very little public bufinefs was 
tranfacted during the late Seffion, 
the greater part of the time having 
been occupted in hearing the Su- 
perior Court relative to a judgment 
of faid court in their lait term at 
Newport, on a gui tam informa. 
tion of Trevett vs. Weeden which 
had been filed for a breach of the 
penal act, fo calied, the defendant 
having refufed to receive the paper 
money otf this ftate. Three of 
the judges attended on this occafi- 
on, conformably to an order of the 
General Affembly pafied at their 
preceding feffion, and froma vari- 
ety of arguments and adjudged ca- 
fes, endeavoured to fhew that the 
faid act of Affembly was repugnant 
to common right and the fundam- 
ental laws of this ftate, and there- 
fore unconftitutional and void.— 
After having ftated their pleas on 
the aforefaid a&t with great accura- 
cy and ftrength of argument, they 
declared, that, as the fuprerne ju- 
diciary of the ftate, they were not 
accountable to the General Affem- 
bly, or any other body on earth, 
for their judgments; and the Aff- 
embly, finding there was no 
ground for impeachment of the 
court, difcharged thenr from any 
further atten?ince in confequence 
of the abovefaid order.

‘¢ But for God’s fake tell me, 
what is the caufe of all thefe com- 
motions? Do they proceed from 
licentioufnels, Britifh influence 
diffeminated by the Tories, or re- 
al greivances which admit of re- 
drefs? If the latter, why has the 
remedy been delayed untill the 
public mind, has become fo much 
agitated, and why yet potponed ? 
If the former, why are not ail the 
Powers of Government put forth and 
tried at once?

Commotions of this 
kind, lke fnow-balls, gather 
ftrength and magnitude as -they 
roll, if there is no obftacle to crum- 
ble, no oppofitionto impede them.
